Proper Method to M ark Both Sides of 


W aist or Coat. 


Thoro are many lessons In dress­ 
m aking that can he learned from the 
j tailor aud his methods.

• study of the way in which he m arks, 
the two sides of a \va|st or coat, so 
• that plaits to b* laid or trim m ing to

per pattern, Which is carefully m ark­ 
ed, cr chalks the proper m arks on the 
uiq cr i ieee.

thread ho takes alternately one long 
and two short stitches over the indi­ 
cating lines. 
He then clips through 
the long stitches and proceeds to pull 
the two thicknesses of m aterial gently 
apart, clipping each short stitch as it 
appears between the* two.

After the skirt Is th o r o u g h ly ^ .lean­ 
ed, brushed and dried lay it on the 
pressing table or board, pin each plait 
down In its proper fold, cover the sk irt 
with a piece of dark, woolen goods, 
which had been previously dam pened, 
and then press.

To rem ove dust from silk skirts do 
not use a brush, but wipe them with 
a piece of velveteen, which will not 
wear the silk arid will remove thew!a st 
much better than a brush. 


Silk or ruffled skirts should be fitted 
with tapes sewed on the lower ruffles, 
by which they can be hung upside 
down. 
This prevents the skirt from 
sagging and the ruffle from drooping. 
Gown of delicate m aterial should be 
put aw ay in long boxes or bureau 
draw ers, each skirt being folded in the 
plaits into which it should fall when 
worn. 
T he bodices should be s’%^ed 
with tissue paper, 
the 
sleeves and 
trim m ings filled out with tissue paper 
also. 
W ash frocks should alw ays be put 
away in trunks, boxes or draw ers, 
w hether they have been worn or not, 
for in hanging they glow stringy’, are 
m ore easily affected by dam pness and 
lose freshness.
